HISTORY  OF  HOLLY  RUN  CHURCH 


Holly  Run  Church,  which  derived  its  name  from  a  nearby  stream 
banked  by  holly  trees,  has  had  a  glorious  history. 

In  the  1820's  some  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
Maryland,  disagreeing  with  and  protesting  certain  procedures  of  govern- 
ment within  the  Church,  withdrew  from  the  church.  Among  these  dissenters 
was  a  group  of  people  who  had  attended  an  old  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
known  as  Patapsco  Methodist  Church  formerly  located  at  Hammonds  Lane, 
and  what  is  now  known  as  the  Ritchie  Highway.  Between  the  years  1825 
and  1828,  some  of  the  ladies  of  the  neighborhood,  among  whom  were  Mrs. 
Hester  Lucas,  Mrs.  Frank  Thomas,  Mrs.  William  Linthicum,  Mrs.  William 
Shipley,  Mrs.  Hezekiah  Linthicum,  Mrs.  Rezin  Hammond,  and  a  few  others 
whose  names  are  unknown,  met  regularly  in  a  body  known  as  the  Mite 
Society  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Lucas,  now  the  home  of  Mrs.  Myrtle  Helfrich, 
on  Hammonds  Lane.  After  a  few  years  of  these  meetings,  both  men  and 
women  became  interested  in  building  a  church  and  plans  were  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  church  which  was  to  be  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

In  1828  construction  was  begun  on  the  church  on  land  donated  by 
Abner  Linthicum,  Jr.,  who,  by  deed  dated  November  30,  1831,  gave  three- 
fourths  of  an  acre  to  James  R.  Williams,  John  R.  Thomas,  William  Shipley, 
Richard  Linthicum,  Rezin  Hammond,  and  Basil  L.  Benson,  Trustees  of  said 
church.  Abner  Linthicum  was  also  a  member  of  the  first  General  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

The  church  was  erected  on  a  site  at  what  is  now  known  as  the  corner 
of  Old  Annapolis  and  Camp  Meade  Roads,  North  Linthicum.  It  was  con- 
structed of  bricks  that  had  orginally  been  brought  over  from  England  as 
ballast  and  first  used  in  the  erection  of  a  powder  house  which  was  abandoned 
after  the  War  of  1812.  Among  the  founders  and  first  members  of  Holly 
Run  were  members  of  the  Hammond,  Shipley,  Linthicum,  Brian,  Benson, 
Thomas,  Hawkins,  Lucas,  Williams  and  Pumphrey  families. 

On  November  29,  1831,  at  a  meeting  of  the  male  members  of  the 
church,  Rezin  Hammond,  John  R.  Thomas,  William  Shipley,  Abner  Linthi- 
cum, Sr.,  Jas.  R.  Williams,  Richard  Linthicum  and  Basil  Benson  were  duly 
elected  trustees  thereof  and  on  December  10,  1831,  Holly  Run  Church  was 
duly  incorporated  as  the  Associated  Methodist  Church  of  Holly  Run  in 
Anne  Arundel  County,  a  branch  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and 
according  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  "The  style  and  title  of  this  cor- 
poration shall  be  the  Minister  and  Trustees  of  the  Associated  Methodist 
Church  of  Holly  Run." 

The  original  church  was  approximately  27  feet  wide  and  33  feet  long 
with  3  large  clear  glass  windows,  divided  into  several  small  panes  on  either 
side  and  two  in  the  end;  one  on  either  side  of  the  double  doorway,  with 
a  transom  over  the  top  and  a  gray  stone  sill.  The  exterior  was  painted 
white  with  slat  shutters  painted  green. 

Stepping  inside  one  entered  a  vestibule  built  of  tongue  and  groove 
lumber  about  10  feet  high  with  a  door  at  either  side  covered  with  leather, 
put  on  with  upholsters  tacks.  At  the  rear  was  a  small  semi-circular  platform 
fitted  against  the  inside  wall  of  the  vestibule,  on  which  the  choir  sat.  The 
floor  boards  were  of  varying  widths  put  down  with  hand  wrought  nails 
over  hand  hewn  floor  joists.  A  single  isle  in  the  middle  from  the  choir 
platform  to  a  small  pulpit  divided  the  sanctuary  with  several  long,  straight 


and  narrow  pews  on  either  side  toward  the  front  and  shorter  ones  at  the 
back  to  make  room  to  walk  around  the  choir  platform.  In  later  years  a 
Jute  or  grass  runner  covered  the  aisle. 

An  addition  to  the  church  was  built  around  1886,  when  Rev.  J.  W. 
Gray  was  pastor.  This  new  addition  contained  a  basement  and  stove  which 
was  used  to  heat  coffee  for  the  parishioners  after  their  church  services  and 
for  their  long  trip  home  in  their  carriages.  It  was  also  used  whenever  the 
church  held  picnics,  suppers,  and  later  on  for  the  pilgrimages  to  the 
church.  The  walls  of  the  church  were  beautifully  frescoed  and  new  altar 
furnishings  were  installed.  The  chairman  for  the  new  addition  and  re- 
decorating project  was  Sweetser  Linthicum. 

The  new  addition  was  approximately  23  feet  wide  and  12  feet  long. 
A  platform  semi-circular  in  shape  with  steps  on  either  side  was  the  rostrum 
for  a  larger  pulpit.  Over  this  platform  a  lovely  stained  leaded  glass  window 
with  rounded  top  was  installed,  with  each  piece  of  glass  having  a  design. 

The  walls  were  beautifully  frescoed  in  unique  column  design  by  an 
unknown  German  artist  who  was  given  board  and  lodging  in  Mr.  Linthicum's 
home.  Over  the  designs  in  the  rostrum  were  inscriptions  in  beautiful  let- 
tering. That  over  the  stained  glass  window  was  "Holiness  Becometh  Thy 
House,  0  Lord."  On  the  ceiling  of  the  rostrum  the  artist  painted  a  dove, 
Mr.  Linthicum  instructed  him  to  paint  it  as  though  hovering,  rather  than 
flying  away,  as  he  first  designed  it. 

Bracket  lamps  with  lightly  cut  clear  shades  and  reflectors  were  placed, 
at  each  side  window,  one  on  either  side  of  the  stained  glass  window,  and 
the  vestibule  partition  over  the  choir  platform.  A  chandalier,  holding  lamps 
hung  from  the  center  of  the  ceiling  of  the  main  church.  The  benches  were 
stained  a  dark  cherry  color  to  blend  with  the  pulpit  and  altar  rail  and 
accommodated  one  hundred  parishioners. 

Many  pastors  filled  the  Holly  Run  pulpit.  Rev.  Win.  Bawden  from  1829 
to  1830,  being  the  first.  Rev.  Wm.  Kelsey  1831.  Rev.  John  Bayley  Jones 
1885.  Rev.  J.  W.  Gray  1886-1890.  Rev.  E.  B.  Taylor  1891.  Rev.  George 
Robert  Donaldson  1892-1893.  Rev.  G.  Sullivan  1894.  Rev.  Howard  Lewis 
Schlinche  1895.  Rev.  John  Frederick  Wooden,  1896-97  G.  R.  Sullivan  1898. 
Rev.  George  Ferring  preached  on  many  occasions  by  invitation.  These  pastors 
served  other  churches  on  circuits  of  which  Holly  Run  was  a  part.  No  regu- 
lar pastor  was  assigned  to  Holly  Run  during  1906  to  1908  although  it 
became  an  independent  church  in  1891,  when  it  was  taken  out  of  the  Anne 
Arundel  circuit.  In  1909  Rev.  C.  R.  Strausburg  of  Greenbelt  was  requested 
to  include  Holly  Run  in  his  circuit  and  the  following  year  until  it  was 
closed.  Rev.  J.  B.  Jones  of  Brooklyn  included  it  in  his  ministry. 

Holly  Run  is  the  mother  church  of  the  former  Methodist  churches  in 
Marley,  Severn,  Brooklyn  and  Odenton. 

In  the  early  days  the  parsonage  for  Holly  Run  ministers  was  on  the 
hill  near  where  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joshua  Linthicum  built  their  home,  at  the 
east  end  of  what  is  now  Hilltop  Road.  Location  more  accurately  described 
as  being  at  the  rear  of  the  late  Mr.  Bruner  Andersons  Home.  The  second 
parsonage  is  still  standing  on  the  west  side  of  S.  Camp  Meade  Rd.,  earlier 
known  as  Telegraph  Rd.  It  is  next  to  the  new  Gulf  Gas  station  opposite 
the  "Shipley-Linthicum  Shopping  Center." 

As  years  went  by,  instead  of  a  community  growing  around  an  existing 
church,  on  the  intersection  of  two  county  roads,  the  community  grew  about 
a  mile  south  of  the  church  on  Camp  Meade  Road  at  Linthicum.  Fewer  and 


fewer  worshippers  came  to  the  Sunday  services  so  that  in  1911,  the  last 
service  was  held.  The  late  Mrs.  Wade  Hampton  Linthicum  recalled  that  she 
arrived  on  a  Sunday  with  a  load  of  wood  in  a  buggy  driven  by  "Uncle" 
Robert,  a  retainer  of  the  Linthicums.  He  used  the  wood  to  start  a  fire  to 
heat  the  church.  After  a  long  wait  and  no  one  else  came,  the  Rev.  Jones 
said,  "Sister,  I'll  preach,  if  you'll  sing."  So,  Mrs.  Linthicum  played  the 
organ  and  sang  as  if  the  church  were  filled  with  people,  and  Mr.  Jones 
preached  a  magnificent  sermon.  This  Reverend  Jones  is  the  grandfather  of 
the  present  Dr.  John  Bayley  Jones,  who  will  be  the  principal  speaker  at  the 
reduction  of  Holly  Run  Church.  This  was  the  last  Sunday  morning  service 
in  January,  1910. 

After  the  closing  of  Holly  Run  for  regular  services,  pilgrimages  were 
held  each  year  usually  in  September  under  the  auspices  of  the  Linthicum 
Heights  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  In  the  1920's  there  was  a  morning 
service  at  11:00  A.M.  and  an  afternoon  service  at  3:00  P.M.  with  recess 
and  lunch  from  picnic  baskets.  In  the  1930's  only  afternoon  services  were 
held.  These  pilgrimages  were  abandoned  during  the  war  years,  but  were  re- 
sumed in  1945  and  continued  for  6  years  under  Rev.  Benson,  and  2  years 
under  Rev.  Walter  H.  Stone.  As  time  went  by  and  old  members  died  or 
moved  away,  pilgrimages  were  discontinued.  The  building  was  then  deemed 
unsafe  in  1953  and  was  boarded  up.  Vandalism  however  became  so  bad 
and  constant  that  it  became  impossible  to  keep  the  premises  secure  and 
restoration  at  the  old  site  of  the  church,  impossible. 

Some  of  the  members  of  Holly  Run  Church,  realizing  that  the  com- 
munity was  growing  in  the  Linthicum  area  and  seeing  the  need  for  a 
church  in  that  community,  decided  to  establish  a  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  at  the  corner  of  Maple  and  Camp  Meade  roads.  Land  was  donated 
for  this  church  by  the  family  of  Sweetser  Linthicum,  who  had  been  one 
of  the  old  members  and  trustees  of  Holly  Run  Church.  A  beautiful  grey 
stone  church  was  built.  Seth  H.  Linthicum,  S.  Colquitt  Pardee,  Dennis  W. 
Turner,  Andrew  H.  Mettee  and  Albert  H.  Rogers  incorporated  the  new 
church  under  the  name  of  the  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist  Protestant 
Church.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  Sunday,  December  3,  1911.  This  con- 
tinued to  be  a  Methodist  Protestant  Church  until  1939,  when  three  branches 
of  the  Methodist  churches  were  combined  to  form  the  Methodist  Church  as 
it  is  known  today.  Services  in  the  grey  stone  church  were  held  until 
December  20,  1953,  when  the  educational  building,  one  of  the  present  fa- 
cilities of  the  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist  Church,  was  opened  on  School 
Lane.  The  church  then  moved  to  its  new  quarters  on  School  Lane. 

During  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Walter  H.  Stone,  it  was  decided  to  relo- 
cate Holly  Run  Church  to  the  present  grounds  of  the  new  Linthicum  Heights 
Methodist  Church  on  School  Lane,  if  and  when,  this  project  became  pos- 
sible in  order  to  preserve  this  old  church  as  a  shrine  to  Methodism. 

In  1966,  during  the  ministry  of  Rev.  William  C.  Durrett,  the  dream 
to  relocate  and  restore  Holly  Run  Church  became  a  reality.  The  site  of 
the  old  church  was  sold.  The  money  derived  from  the  sale  would  make  it 
possible  to  accomplish  this  project.  About  this  time,  Rev.  Durrett  was  called 
to  another  charge  and  Rev.  Harold  B.  Wright  became  minister. 

In  1967,  during  Rev.  Wright's  ministry,  the  project  of  relocating  and 
restoring  Holly  Run  Church  was  concluded.  The  old  structure  was  dis- 
mantled brick  by  brick  and  was  re-erected  and  restored  at  its  new  location 
on  the  church  grounds  of  The  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist  Church  on 


School  Lane.  All  of  the  old  bricks  and  much  of  the  timber,  woodwork  and 
hardware  were  used.  The  original  pulpit,  stove,  altar  rails  and  some  of  the 
old  pews  were  found  and  installed.  Much  of  the  research  and  locating  of 
these  old  furnishings  was  done  by  Mrs.  Laura  Shipley  Roberts.  Experts, 
as  well  as  laymen  and  old  residents  who  formerly  attended  Holly  Run 
Church,  all  agree  that  it  is  an  exact  replica  and  indeed  the  same  old  Holly 
Run  Church  only  at  a  new  location.  The  committee  for  the  restoration  of 
Holly  Run  Church  consisted  of  Rev.  William  C.  Durrett,  Rev.  Harold  B. 
Wright,  Richard  Shipley,  Curtiss  Garrett,  Clarence  Disney,  Dr.  C.  D. 
Caskey,  Laura  Shipley  Roberts,  Dr.  Charles  Milton  Linthicum,  Raymond  C. 
Shipley,  Seth  H.  Linthicum,  Ellsworth  E.  Nowell,  Leonard  Sauerhammer, 
Kenneth  Carr,  Rollin  G.  Anderson,  and  Sweetser  Linthicum,  Chairman.  Ray- 
mond C.  Shipley  was  in  charge  of  the  actual  dismantling  and  reconstruction 
during  re-location  and  restoration.  Unfortunately  Ellsworth  E.  Nowell  and 
Seth  H.  Linthicum  departed  this  life  before  restoration  was  completed. 

In  1876  Rezin  Hammond  left,  by  his  will,  a  ground  rent  of  $120.00, 
issuing  out  of  a  lot  of  ground  on  the  west  side  of  Light  street,  described 
in  a  deed  of  April  4,  1864,  in  trust  to  be  paid  to  such  ministers  of  the 
gospel  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  to  preach  at  Holly  Run  Church  in 
Anne  Arundel  County  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

The  furnishings  of  Holly  Run  having  been  given  to  the  Church  for  the 
Blind  in  1945,  it  has  been  a  task  to  find  and  replace  them  since  its  removal 
and  restoration  from  June  1966  to  June  1967  when  the  building  was  com- 
pleted. 

The  altar  railing  was  donated  by  Mr.  Arnold  Osborn,  owner  of  The 
Kiddie  Corner  Nursery,  who  bought  the  building  from  Messiah  Methodist 
Church,  when  they  built  their  new  church  on  Furnace  Branch  Road,  Glen 
Burnie,  Maryland.  The  pulpit  was  donated  by  Mrs.  Stanley  Bacek  of  Faith 
Methodist  Church,  High  Point,  Pasadena,  Maryland,  who  had  it  stored  in 
her  basement  after  they  built  their  new  church.  These  pieces  she  said  had 
been  given  by  Rev.  Louis  Foxwell  and  members  of  Christ  Church  for  the 
deaf,  when  they  purchased  a  new  church  in  N.  E.  Baltimore  and  bought 
new  furnishings. 

To  date,  there  have  been  several  memorials  donated  to  Holly  Run 
Church.  Unfortunately,  the  stained  glass  window  over  the  altar  had  been 
destroyed  by  vandals  at  the  old  site.  A  new  stained  glass  memorial  window 
was  given  in  memory  of  Seth  H.  Linthicum  by  his  wife  and  children 
which  is  similar  to  the  old  window.  Mr.  Linthicum  was  christened  in  Holly 
Run  Church  and  was  a  former  member  of  that  church  and  The  Linthicum 
Heights  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  The  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist 
Church.  He  was  a  descendant  of  Abner  Linthicum  who  donated  the  land 
for  Holly  Run  Church.  He  was  a  life  long  worker  in  all  three  churches 
Two  of  Mr.  Linthicum's  children,  Seth  and  Milton  and  Mrs.  L.  Vickrey, 
daughter  of  Mr.  W.  Hampton  Linthicum  were  baptized  at  Holly  Run. 

An  old  pump  organ,  similar  to  the  original  organ,  was  restored  and 
given  to  the  church  by  Mr.  Thomas  Shipley,  descendant  of  William  Shipley, 
one  of  the  original  trustees  and  members  of  Holly  Run  Church.  Mrs.  Laura 
Shipley  Roberts  restored  and  gave  a  small  pump  organ  which  at  one  time 
was  used  in  the  church.  She  is  a  descendant  of  William  Shipley,  one  of 
the  original  trustees  and  members  of  Holly  Run  Church. 


The  kerosene  side  lamps,  brackets,  and  chandalier,  were  given  in 
memory  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wade  Hampton  Linthicum,  by  their  children. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Linthicum  were  members  of  Holly  Run  Church,  The  Linthi- 
cum Heights  Protestant  Church  and  The  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist 
Church.  Mrs.  Linthicum  sang  in  the  choir  of  all  three  churches.  She  sang 
at  the  last  service  of  Holly  Run  Church  and  at  the  corner  stone  laying  of 
The  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  The  Linthicum 
Heights  Methodist  Church.  Mr.  Linthicum  was  a  descendant  of  Abner 
Linthicum. 

A  holly  tree  was  donated  by  Miss  Margaret  Rider,  which  was  given 
to  her  by  Mrs.  Bertha  Linthicum  as  a  tiny  sapling  to  begin  the  group  of 
Holly  trees  that  will  be  planted  around  the  church. 

A  donation  of  cash  from  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  Circle 
Ann  of  the  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist  Church  toward  the  the  purchase 
of  another  pew  or  communion  table  has  been  received. 

A  copper  plaque,  on  which  is  embossed  a  picture  of  Holly  Run,  with 
inscription  beneath,  now  marks  the  spot,  where  the  old  church  stood.  This 
plaque  also  commemorates  the  spirit  and  memory  of  those  who  built  the 
edifice,  so  many  years  ago.  The  idea  was  that  of  Mrs.  Maurice  0.  Moore, 
Governor  of  the  Maryland  Branch  of  "The  Sons  &  Daughters  of  the  Pil- 
grims." Mrs.  Moore,  formerly  Miss  Louise  Linthicum  is  a  descendant  of  both 
the  Linthicum  and  Shipley  families. 

The  special  service  was  held  on  September  30,  1967  at  the  spot  and  the 
plaque  placed  on  a  gas  station,  which  now  stands  there.  The  opening  prayer 
was  given  by  Rev.  Joseph  Clark,  Pastor  of  St.  Christophers  Episcopal 
Church.  Mrs.  John  G.  Chappel,  past  governor  of  the  national  organization 
of  the  Sons  &  Daughters  of  the  Pilgrims  and  presently  serving  as  treasurer 
of  the  Maryland  Branch,  read  the  dedication  address,  written  by  Mrs.  Moore. 
Benediction  by  the  Rev.  Harold  B.  Wright,  Pastor  of  The  Linthicum  Heights 
Methodist  Church.  Others  attending  were:  Mrs.  Lavinia  L.  Fowler,  Secretary 
of  the  Maryland  Branch,  Mrs.  Seth  H.  Linthicum,  Registrar  of  the  Md. 
Branch,  Mrs.  Conrad  Stoll,  Miss  Mary  Del  Linthicum,  Col.  &  Mrs.  Luster 
Vickrey,  Mrs.  Lynn  R.  Kromminga,  Mrs.  J.  Clinton  Roberts  and  Mr.  Sweetser 
Linthicum. 

There  have  been  two  christenings  and  one  wedding  ceremony  in  this 
church  since  its  restoration.  April  Linthicum  Kromminga,  daughter  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lyon  R.  Kromminga  and  a  descendant  of  Abner  Linthicum,  was 
christened  on  May  21,  1967  and  Ann  Marie  Yockel,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Alton  J.  Yockel,  was  christened  on  June  21,  1967.  The  wedding  of 
Marvin  E.  Eddy  and  Sandra  Lynn  Sheckels  was  held  on  January  20,  1968. 
An  impressive  New  Years  Eve  service  was  held  in  Holly  Run  Church  for 
the  first  time  since  its  relocation. 

In  concluding  the  history  of  the  old  Holly  Run  Church,  we  find  that 
the  congregation  outgrew  the  little  grey  stone  church  at  the  corner  of  Camp 
Meade  Road  and  moved  to  the  beautiful,  new  colonial  church  buildings  on 
School  Lane  in  1953.  Rev.  Walter  H.  Stone  was  the  minister  during  the 
building  and  completion  of  the  present  church  on  School  Lane.  It  is  this 
church  that  will  be  host  to  the  ministers,  officials  and  visitors  at  the  Rede- 
dication  of  Holly  Run  Church  on  May  19th,  a  shrine  of  Methodism  and  a 
chapel  for  the  Linthicum  Heights  Methodist  Church.
